Mi  dwifery 

The  work  of  the  midwife  has  continued,  with  little  change,  from  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  fell  to  a  record  low  of  161,  with  the  early 
discharge  cases  from  hospital  totalling  1,543. 

The  appointment  of  a  nursing  officer  in  1971  has  helped  to  prepare  midwives  for 
their  changing  role,  as  staff  concentrate  on  increased  ante-natal  care  and 
mothercraft  teaching. 

The  work  involved  in  hospital  liaison  has  increased,  communications  have  greatly 
improved  between  the  hospitals  and  the  community  services  to  the  advantage  of  all 
concerned. 

During  the  year,  482  visits  were  paid,  at  the  request  of  the  hospitals,  to  assess 
the  suitability  for  early  discharge. 

Visits  were  arranged,  and  have  taken  place,  of  ante-natal  mothers  who  attend 
the  mothercraft  classes,  to  visit  the  hospital  wards  prior  to  admission.  This 
has  been  appreciated  by  the  mothers  and  helps  allay  anxiety  on  admission. 

Staff  Changes 

Three  resignations  were  received  and  two  appointments  made.  The  present  staff 
situation  remains  nine  full-time  midwives  and  three  part-time. 

Two  members  of  staff  attended  in-service  Refresher  Courses  at  Grantley  Hall. 

Nursing  Officers  were  involved  in  preparing  a  programme  of  Management 
appreciation  courses  for  field  staff,  in  view  of  the  interest  shown.  The  courses 

will  commence  in  January  1973.

Voluntary  Committees 

Once  again,  l  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
gratitude  to  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  for  the  valuable  help 
which  they  give  to  the  mothers  and  staff  at  the  various  clinics  in  the 

area. 
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!n  the  main,  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  by  genera! 
practitioners  for  their  own  patients,  and  at  Hospitals 
and  Maternity  Homes. 


In  this  continuing  atmosphere  of  change,  the  Health  Visitor's  primary 
function  remains  the  promotion  of  positive  health  within  the  community. 
The  attachment  of  staff  to  the  medical  practitioners  has  developed  into 
a  most  effective  team. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  Health  Visitor  was  transferred  to 
liaison  duties,  with  a  reduced  case  load.  This  has  enabled  her  to 
devote  more  time  to  hospital  work,  visiting  patients'  homes  prior  to 
discharge,  also  providing  a  channel  of  communication  which  will  ensure 
continuity  of  patient  care. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  establishment  of  the  Social  Services  in  197!  transferred  some  of 
the  responsibility  for  the  community  care  of  these  patients.  During 
the  period  of  change,  Health  Visitors  continued  to  visit  cases  in  need  of 
support  and  maintained  a  close  contact  with  the  Social  Workers. 

There  are  now  meetings  arranged  in  most  areas  for  all  staff  involved 
in  the  care  and  support  of  the  elderly. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics 

These  clinics  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  care  and  support 
of  the  young  child.  The  developmental  assessments  and  screening  for 
normal  hearing  are  tests  which  have  been  welcomed  by  the  parents. 

Health  Education. 

The  Health  Education  programme  in  Senior  Schools  has  continued  as 
a  joint  effort  of  the  teaching  and  health  visiting  staff;  a  few  Junior 
Schools  have  also  received  talks  on  personal  hygiene  and  the  problems  of 

infestation. 

Regular  use  was  made  by  the  staff  of  the  stock  of  films,  teaching 
materials  and  exhibition  topics. 

Staff 

Two  Health  Visitors  attended  the  In-Service  Training  Course  at 
Grantley  Hall,  two  staff  retired  and  two  resigned.  The  allocation 
of  students  to  the  area  was  two  and  two  appointments  made  completed 
the  establishment  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

T  raining 

Two  students  sponsored  by  the  Authority  are  given  practical  training 
in  the  area  and  there  is  frequent  contact  with  the  college  by  the 
Administrative  Nursing  staff. 
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The  year  ended  with  news  of  impending  changes.  While  all  staff 
are  concerned  about  future  reorgan i sat  ion,  the  Health  Visiting 
profession  is  one  which  has  been  the  greatest  change  in  the  character 
of  their  work  and  they  are  always  prepared  to  meet  change,  providing 
this  will  give  greater  emphasis  to  the  tremendous  needs  of  the 
preventative  services.

Extra  Nourishment  for  Tuberculosis  Cases.

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During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  discharged  early  from  all  hospital  units,  with  a  greater  demand 
for  rehabilitation,  especially  the  cases  following  orthopaedic  surgery. 

There  has  been  more  involvement  with  the  hospitals,  our  staff  have 
visited  hospital  wards  discussing  patients  and  treatments.  This  has 
improved  communications  and  relationships  and  has  proved  worthwhile  in 
view  of  the  approaching  changes  which  will  be  necessary  for  a  unified 
service. 

All  home  nurses  are  attached  to  general  practitioners !  practices.  They 
visit  surgeries  daily,  give  treatments  and  discuss  with  the  medical  staff 
their  patients*  progress.  This  has  resulted  in  a  higher  standard  of 
patient  care.  The  patients  who  are  mobile  have  the  advantage  of  attending 
the  surgery  for  treatment  where  both  the  doctor  and  the  nurse  are  available. 
This  is  an  improvement  to  the  patient  who  was  previously  housebound 
awaiting  the  nurse's  visit. 

The  time  spent  in  surgeries  and  Health  Centres  by  our  staff  has  increased, 
but  the  staff  feel  this  is  a  very  rewarding  aspect  of  patient  care. 

Night  Service. 

The  number  of  cases  serviced  during  the  year  was  92,  an  increase  of 
21  from  the  previous  year. 

The  sitters  work  an  average  of  three  nights  per  week  and  we  have  been 
in  a  position  this  year  (for  the  first  time)  to  service  all  cases  referred. 

The  service  is  much  appreciated  by  the  relatives  and  friends  of  these 
very  i  1 1  patients. 

The  staff 


The  number  of  staff  in  post  is  17  full-time  and  3  part-time,  but  the 
establishment  is  to  be  again  increased  with  effect  from  April  1973.  This 
increase  will  be  very  welcome  and  help  to  meet  the  ever-increasing  needs 

of  nursing  care  in  the  home. 

Two  nurses  were  successful  in  obtaining  the  National  Certificate  in 
District  Nursing;  three  nurses  attended  the  in-service  training  course 
at  Grantley  Hall.  Three  staff  resigned  and  three  appointments  were 
made.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Complaints  &  Nuisances 

As  a  result  of  a  17%  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  registered,  a  much 
higher  proportion  of  time  than  normal  had  to  be  devoted  to  primary  investigation 
and  resultant  follow-up  action.  Incidentally,  this  meant  a  severe  curtailment 
in  available  time  for  various  routine  activities,  and  it  has  been  virtually  impossible 
to  operateona  programmed  basis.  Neverthe  less  ,  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
fulfil  the  demands  made  on  the  Department  in  those  spheres  where  special  priority  was 
deemed  necessary  at  any  given  time. 

Set  out  below  is  a  table  which  gives  an  indication  of  the  varied  nature  of  the 
complaints  dealt  with  during  the  year.

Five  cases  of  "sedimentation"  were  investigated  in  that  section  of  Rotherham 
Road  which  is  serviced  by  Sheffield  water,  and  representat i ons  to  the  Joint  Water-

Generally  speaking,  owners  have  acted  with  promptness  in  dealing  with  informal 
notices  -  hence  the  necessity  for  the  small  number  of  statutory  notices.  However, 
there  is  an  increasing  problem  connected  with  the  availability  of  contractors 
to  undertake  repair  and  maintenance  work;  and  frequently  my  assistance  is  sought 
by  owners  to  recommend  suitable  contractors,  or  to  persuade  those  who  have  . 
been  given  orders  to  minimise  delay  in  completion  of  the  work.  Contractors  in 
this  field  are  faced  with  a  shortage  of  skilled  labour,  and  an  increasing  demand  to 

fulfil  improvement  grant  work  before  the  1974  "deadline";  and,  in  view  of  this, 
there  is  a  tendency  for  repair  work  to  take  second  place  to  improvement  contracts. 

However,  through  close  liaison  with  contractors,  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure 
that  a  reasonable  balance  of  priorities  is  maintained  and  delay  on  repairs  is  kept 
to  a  minimum.

During  the  year  seven  infestations  (involving  14  houses)  were  dealt  with, 
where  rats  had  gained  acess  to  sub-floor  spaces  and  wall  cavities  through 
drain  fractures  or  defects.  A  further  nine(  involving  10  houses)  arose  from 
similar  sources,  but  there  was  no  acess  to  property.  In  all  cases,  baiting 
of  sewer  manholes  and  inspection  chambers  in  the  vicinity  was  carried  out, 
but  in  no  instance"  was  any  large-scale  treatment  necessary.  Generally 
speaking,  the  build-up  of  rats  appeared  to  be  the  result  of  '’nesting11  after 
leaving  the  drains,  rather  than  there  being  a  constant  influx  from  the  drains. 

The  investigation  and  remedial  work  connected  with  these  infestations  involves 
a  considerable  amount  of  time  -  both  the  operators  and  myself  sharing  constant 
supervision  of  all  stages  in  order  to  ensure  that  an  effective  solution  is  achieved. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

In  view  the  reluctance  of  the  authority  to  introduce  smoke  control  areas,  work  in 
this  field  has  been  confined  to  periodic  visits  to  local  industrial  and  commercial 
conerns  to  check  on  boiler  installations,  etc.

Apart  from  occasional  enforced  re-scheduling  of  rounds  as  a  result 
holidays  or  temporary  labour  shortagesaris ing  frotn  abnormal  sickness  rates, 
and  necessitating  limited  overtime  working,  the  weekly  collection  service  was 
fully  maintained  throughout  tne  year.

Accordingly,  there  is  no  aspect  of  the  service  which  calls  for  further  elaboration; 
but  1  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  free  collection  service  for  unwanted  house¬ 
hold  effects  continues  to  be  in  constant  demand.  Over  150  special  calls  were 
undertaken  during  the  year;  but  even  so  it  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  some 
indiscriminate  dumping  still  takes  place  -  albeit  on  a  much  less  scale  than 
hithertofore.  It  is  incredible  that  some  members  of  the  community  are  unwilling 
to  avail  themselves  of  our  free  service,  and  one  only  repeat  past  appeals  for  the 
fullest  co-operation  of  everyone  in  the  eradication  of  unsightly  and  unnecessary 
dumpi  ng.

(c)  D]  sposal  of  Abandoned  Vehicles

(d)  Disposal  of  poisonous  chemical  waste 

As  a  result  of  national  concern  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  about  the  indiscrim-t 
inate  dumping  of  poisonous  chemical  waste,  the  department  investigated  three 
suspected  cases  within  the  area.  All  three  proved  negative;  although  in  two 
cases  it  was  found  that  empty  cyanide  drums  had  been  used  for  the  disposal  of 
inert  and  non-toxic  waste.  Following  enquiries  at  the  local  firms  concerned, 
and  discussion  with  the  managements,  the  use  of  such  drums  was  discontinued, 
in  order  to  prevent  any  future  misunderstandings.  Disposal  of  poisonous  waste 
at  the  plants  was  strictly  controlled,  and  in  each  case  the  sealed  drums  were 
collected  by  the  original  supplier  for  controlled  disposal  at  sea  or  on  approved 
sites  -  every  stage  of  the  procedure  being  duly  documented.
